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Making Plaster & Plastic 


Coin Casts 
by 
Douglas D. Smith 


Numismatists often make plaster casts of their coins for study 
and display. European museums and collectors place such high 
value on these casts that they are preferred to photographs as a 
method of trading information about coins under study. Realism 
can be added to the plain white plaster by painting. Plaster, 
however, is fragile, and mailing casts requires careful packag- 
ing. A desire to produce coin replicas that would survive the rig- 
ors of the post office and possibly be usable in items of jewelry 
led to a series of experiments to find a material that would re- 
place plaster as a casting medium.

Since the casting procedure for plaster and plastic casts is very 
similar, this description will cover both techniques. An im- 
pression is made by pressing the coin into a modeling clay-like 
material. The only recommended material for this use is 
"Plasticine," an English product sold in well-stocked toy or 
craft stores. “ In addition to taking a clean impression, Plasti- 
cine contains no sulfur and will not affect the surface tone of sil- 
ver coins. Other clays might damage your coins, so experiment 
on "expendable" subjects before trying good coins. Common 
sense would also suggest not trying this process on fragile, thin, 
cracked, or flaking surfaced coins. If you always handle your 
coins by the edges, this process is not for you. 


Step by Step Instructions: 


1. Make a ball of Plasticine slightly larger than the diameter of 
the coin. Work this with your hands until it is perfectly smooth 
and elastic. This process is made easier if the Plasticine is 
warmed by placing it in a cup of hot water or very close under a 
goose-neck lamp. 


2. On a smooth piece of plain paper covering a perfectly smooth 
work surface press the ball to flatten the bottom side. This will 
produce a disk about twice the diameter of the coin and at least 
1/2 inch thick. Too large and too thick are never problems. In- 
spect the bottom surface and if any cracks, pits, or irregulari- 
ties are found, go back to step #1 and reroll a smooth, even ball. If 
the surface is perfect, lay the disk with the good side up on an- 
other clean piece of paper. 


3. Dust the surface with baby powder and brush lightly with a 
finger to remove excess. A thin, even coating should remain. 


4. Carefully place the coin face down in the center of the Plasti- 
cine and press evenly down with a finger (or thumb depending on 
the size of the coin) until the back of the coin is at or below the 
surface of the Plasticine. How deeply the coin is pressed will de- 
termine the thickness of the cast. 


5. Turn over the disk and tap lightly over your cupped hand. 
Heavy coins will fall out easily, lighter coins may require more 
vigorous tapping. Very small coins can be a problem but by ap- 
plying a little extra baby powder, using an oversize piece of 
Plasticine, and slightly flexing the “sandwich” before tapping,

even hemiobolscan be coaxed out of the mold. As a last resort, 
use a toothpick to encourage the edge of the coin out of the Plasti- 
cine. 


6. Examine the coin. If there are any specks of Plasticine that 

tore away from the disk, start over. Otherwise, set the mold aside 

until you have made all the molds you intend to do in one session. 
Plaster Casting: 

1. If you choose to make traditional plaster casts, lightly spray 

the molds with a commercial spray to prevent air bubbles in 


plaster castings. 2 Blow into the mold to coat the surfaces evenly 
and shake to remove any surplus liquid. 


2. Mix plaster (high-grade "dental" plaster works best but fine 
craft store plaster can be used) and water to form a paste with 
about the consistency of cake frosting. Never mix more than you 
can pour in a few minutes since this plaster starts to set up im- 
mediately. Four coin casts per mix is a safe place to start and can 
be increased as your expertise increases. 


3. Using a small artist's brush (sizes 1 to 3 work well), carefully 
paint the inner surface of the mold with plaster, dislodging air 
bubbles as you proceed. Tapping the mold sharply on the table 
will also help eliminate bubbles. When all surfaces are covered, 
pour plaster to fill the remainder of the mold. Some workers skip 
the spray, the brush, and the tapping and just pour plaster, but 
perfect casts free from bubbles require care. 


4. Allow to dry several hours until the plaster is hard and white. 
Wet plaster is slightly gray in color. Flex the mold and pry out 
the cast with a fingernail. Any surplus plaster can be trimmed 
away with a file or fingernail clippers. Plaster casts are very de- 
licate until fully dry so handle carefully for at least 24 hours. 
Plastic Casts: 

Plastic casts can be made from two-part epoxy liquid polymers 
intended for embedding objects or coating table tops. It is im- 
portant to select an epoxy mixed from two equal parts rather 


than one that requires a few drops of hardener in several ounces 
of resin. Mixing small quantities of the latter is impossible. 3 


1. In a small medicine cup, measure equal parts of epoxy resin 
and hardener sufficient to cast the number of molds you have 
prepared. Since the polymer coating material is clear, add a 
small amount of some form of colorant to produce the color casts 
you desire. Latex enamel paint works well and comes in several 
colors. 4 Food coloring produces synthetic gemstones that are at- 
tractive for jewelry. Silver replicas can be produced with silver 
leaf paint but these never harden beyond a rubbery stage. 5 


Silver replicas are fine for mailing to numismatic correspon- 
dents but are not suitable for jewelry. Rit fabric dye, powdered 
chalk, baby powder, plastic, and latex enamel have all been tried 
with some success but each worker will want to experiment to 
find one that produces a favorite result. © Failures can be paint- 
ed with silver leaf paint and used for display. Embedded colors 
retain better detail than painted casts, especially on smaller 
coins. Stir very well. This material (Continued on Page 44)

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The Randazzo Hoard 1980 
And Sicilian Chronology In The Early Fifth 
Century B.C. 


By Carmen  Arnold-Biucchi. (New York, The

This new work by Carmen Arnold-Biucchi, ANS Marga- 
ret Thompson Curator of Greek Coins, records 539 Si- 
cilian tetradrachms said to be found near Randazzo, in 
northeastern Sicily at the base of Mount Etna. Based on 
the eight mints represented in the hoard, the reported 
site find of Randazzo may be accurate. Due to the na- 
ture of the hoard's dispersal, it is not certain whether 
the 539 catalogued tetradrachms form the complete 
"Randazzo Hoard" but they do probably form the larg- 
est part. 


The hoard consisted of the following mints (the num- 
ber of coins from each mint is given in parentheses): 
Rhegion (10), Akragas (8), Gela (29), Katane (29), Le- 
ontinoi (14), Messana (136), Naxos (5) and Syracuse 
(308). The five tetradrachms of Naxos, all from the 
single pair of dies known for this issue (struck in 461 
BC), constitute the largest find of this rare type in 
recent years (see CNR, Vol. XV, No. 2, item no. 1 for a 
specimen sold by us last year). Herbert A. Cahn, in 
1944, listed 56 known specimens, and Arnold-Biucchi 
estimates that the number has probably increased by 
at least 20 new specimens since Cahn's publication! 


Importantly, Arnold-Biucchi's comparison of the 
"Randazzo" hoard with other early fifth century 
hoards supports the redating of the "Demareteion" de- 
kadrachm to the end of Hieron's reign or circa 475- 
470 BC, This new reference work is part of the ANS'

Circa 475-465 BC. AR Octodrachm (27.76 gm). BIZAATI- 
KON, bridled horse walking right on double exergual 
line, superimposed on nude youth standing right, 
holding two spears / Quadripartite incuse. Cf. Svoro- 
nos pl. XI, 5-6. EF. Very Rare. 


The extraordinary issue of octodrachms by the Bisaltae took 
place in the aftermath of the Greek victory over the Persian 
Empire. The Bisaltae apparently won control of the silver 
mines around Lake Prasias upon the Persian withdrawal, but 
the coinage was terminated within a decade or so, probably 
when Alexander I of Macedon took possession of the mines for 
himself. The massive octodrachms were no doubt struck to 
make large state payments, perhaps as tribute to Athens or 
the Delian League. For a price comparison, see NFA XX 

(1988), 659 ($21,000). 


2. Macedon, Ejion (?). Circa 480 B.C. AR drachm 
(3.92) gm). Eagle standing right, head turned left over 
back / Square incuse divided by diagonals into four 
parts. Traité II, I, 1721 = Svoronos (Hellenisme) p. 87, 
I. M&M 73 (1988), 158 (Attributed to Athens). EF. 
Extremely’ Rare. 


This important piece is the third known example of this type. 
Babelon and Svoronos attributed the single specimen known 
to them to Eion in Macedon. When a second specimen was 
discovered, M&M attributed it to Athens as a previously un- 
recognized type of the Wappenmunzen series, primarily on 
the basis of the weight standard and the characteristic diago- 
nally divided reverse incuse. We believe the coin is most 
likely from Eion, where this obverse design was a standard 


type. 


3. PTOLEMAIC EGYPT, Ptolemy I. 323-283 BC.

This piece, with its splendid portrait, sharp 
strike, perfect centering, and delicate toning, is the finest 
tetradrachm of Ptolemy I that we have seen.

The representation of Spes (Hope) under Claudius is the first 
appearance on Roman coins of this interesting personifica- 
tion. One reason for Claudius’ choice may lie in the fact that 
he was born on August 1, the day on which vows were regu- 
larly paid to Spes, but the main reference is probably to the 
birth of his son and heir, afterwards named Britannicus, in 
41 AD. This is interesting as the first appearance of this dy- 
nastic type, which occurs repeatedly throughout the imperial 
series. 


5. NERO. 54-68 AD. AE Sestertius (27.22 gm). Lugdu- 
num mint. Struck c. 65 AD. NERO CLAVD CAESAR AVG 
GER PM TRP IMP PP, laureate head of Nero left, with 
globe at point of bust / ANNONA AVGVSTI CERES SC, 
Ceres on right, veiled and draped, seated left, holding 
corn ears and torch, her feet on a stool, facing Annona, 
draped, standing right, holding cornucopiae, modius 
on garlanded altar between them, ship's stern behind.

A splendid sestertius in every respect, well struck on a 
broad flan with a wonderful glossy patina. The depiction of 
the mature Nero represents the apogee of Roman numismatic 
portraiture. The beautiful and elaborate reverse composition 
illustrates the emperor's care for the corn supply of Rome: 
the ship suggests the sea-borne corn; the seated Ceres holds 
the place of honor, while Annona, the personified corn har- 
vest, stands before here as an attendant spirit; and the modi- 
us between them completes the picture.

English and Scottish coins display exceptional design work 
during the fifty eight years that James ruled first Scotland 
(1567-1603) and then Scotland and England (1603-1625. The 
design was adapted from an earlier Scottish issue, the lion 
noble (Seaby 5453), and is perhaps one of the most artistic 
coins in the normally repetitive hammered series. 


James was the first British monarch to use the title MAG BRIT 
(Magnae Britanniae - ‘King of Great Britain’). 


This short-lived design, a drastic departure from previous 
gold, found limited acceptance in trade due to its lack of fa- 
miliarity.

In 9 AD he was ordered to put down a rebellion of Arminius a native chieftain. He led his 
army into an ambush in the Teutoberg forest, where his three legions were annihilated. 
This was one of the worst defeats ever suffered by the Roman army. Germany never 
again fell under Roman rule.

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MAKING COIN CASTS 


(Continued from Page 2) must be well mixed or it will not hard- 
en. Many bubbles will form but blowing on the surface of the mix 
will cause them to burst. 


2. Do not use a commercial spray with plastic casts. As done with 
plaster, carefully brush the plastic mixture onto the surfaces of 
the mold. Remove bubbles by blowing into the mold or tapping 
firmly on a flat surface. Pour to finish filling the molds. 


3. Allow to dry. Polymer materials set much more quickly at 
warm temperatures, so the results achieved in 5 hours at 90 de- 
grees may take 48 hours at 60 degrees. Do not try to remove plas- 
tic casts until thoroughly dry. 


4. Compared to plaster, piastic is difficult to separate from the 
Plasticine mold. Try scraping away remaining material using a 
toothpick. Soaking in very hot, soapy water and scrubbing with 
an old toothbrush will help. Hot water will make the casts soft 
and easier to clean. While the plastic is warm, trim any excess 
material with small scissors. 


Plaster casts are simple, fun and attractive but not suitable for 
uses likely to encounter wear or hard knocks. Plastic casts are 
unbreakable, lightweight and variable in color with the imagin- 
ation of their maker. Plastic casts are considerably more work 
but worth the effort for some uses. Both methods will provide 
something to keep at home while the coins are in the bank vault. 
Both can be framed into attractive wall displays. The choice de- 
pends on the intended use and personal preference.
